The crowd on a recent Wednesday in¬ 
cluded out-of-work parents looking to feed 
their children, the homeless and mentally 
disabled. The weekly feedings also attract 
residents whose paychecks simply don’t 
make ends meet. 

“It is really sad,” said Betty Escobosa, 
the city’s human services director who 
also volunteers time at the soup kitchen. 
“They are the working poor, and this 
might be their only good meal a week.” 

Escobosa scans the crowd as they walk 
into the church’s Key Hall, which is con¬ 
verted into a dining area with 12 fold-up 
tables that seat eight people.

proposal 

rejected 

Too many homes, 
planners decide

Planning commissioners sided 
with residents who argued that a 
developer’s plan to someday con¬ 
vert a strawberry field into a condo¬ 
minium complex would be wrong 
for their neighborhood. 

FKC Partners asked the city for 
permission to change the zoning of 
land it owns near the southeast cor¬ 
ner of Alta Vista Street and 
Kraemer Boulevard from commer¬ 
cial to residential. 

FKC Partners — owned by the 
Kraemer family that was once a 
major landholder in Placentia — re¬ 
quested that it be able to build up to 
10 homes per acre. 

Originally, FKC Partners’ man¬ 
ager Paul Kraemer requested that 
property be zoned to allow up to IS 
homes per acre. The lot is 18.9 
acres. The proposal included anoth¬ 
er 3-acre site directly across the 
street. 

About 60 residents packed the 
City Council chambers to oppose the 
proposal. Those who spoke before 
the commission pleaded the request 
be denied because it included too 
many homes. 

“When we first moved to Placen¬ 
tia in 1979 there was a lot of open 
space. The city grew ... things got 
better with nicer homes,” resident 
Jay R. Logan said. “Putting in a 
tract with this much density would 
be going down.” 

Residents in the surrounding 
neighborhoods — a mixture of large 
tract homes and condominiums — 
argued that dense housing tract 
would foster crime and create traf¬ 
fic problems. They also claimed it

Tuffree students 
complete 3-month 
rain forest lesson

Parents saw paperbags and egg 
cartons arranged together as a 
makeshift rain forest inside a 
building at Tuffree Junior High 
School. 

To students who transformed the 
halls into a the make-believe tropi¬ 
cal environment, it became some¬ 
thing else. The vines made of inter¬ 
twined paper bags hung from the 
ceiling and papier mache trees 
somehow became real. 

Seventh-graders completed an 
intensive three-month lesson on 
rain forests, which culminated last 
Friday with an all-school play on 
the subject. The rain forest they 
constructed by hand served as a 
microcosm for what they learned.

Ask 12-year-old Jeremy Glat- 
stein about the rain forests and 
he’ll rattle off a list of statistics. 
While pointing at a tree, he’ll ex¬ 


plain how dense vegetation makes 
the region moist. 

“In 70 years, the rain forests will 
be completely gone, which will de¬ 


stroy the ozone layer and humans 
will be burned to a crisp. The rain 
forest used to cover 12 percent of 
the Earth, and now its down to 7 
percent,” he said. 

Glatstein helped organize the ef¬ 
fort to decorate the building, which 
took students an estimated 500 
man hours to complete. 

Students also staged a play on 
the subject called "Fate of the For¬ 
est.” Written by social science 
teacher William Melvin, the dra¬ 
ma intended to educate the audi¬ 
ence while still keeping them en¬ 
tertained, he said. 

The play was based on a mythi¬ 
cal Third-World island called Zon- 
gola where inhabitants were en¬ 
gaged in a debate about what to do 
with the forest. Audience members 
served as tourists and diplomats, 
and were asked to participate by 
choosing what should be done to 
the rain forest.

Leaders cautiously 
optimistic of treaty

Local business leaders ex¬ 
pressed cautious optimism 
about the last week’s approval 
of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement, saying that 
time will tell if the agreement 
will help local companies. 

Congress’ approval of the 
trade agreement comes at a 
time when city leaders are en¬ 
couraging businesses to look to 
foreign markets to bolster the 
economy. 

The agreement will remove 
trade barriers among the Unit¬ 
ed States, Mexico and Canada. 

“I’m hoping the positives out¬ 
weigh the negatives. I’m wor¬ 
ried about losing jobs in the lo¬ 
cal area at a time when we are 
trying to retain jobs,” Council¬ 
man Michael Maertzweiler 
said. 

“It is a double-edged sword, 
and I just don’t know what the 
sharpest edge is yet.” 

Maertzweiler is one of the or¬ 
ganizers of the city’s Interna¬ 
tional Trade Committee, which 
was launched earlier this year 
with the help of the Chamber of 
Commerce. He said the group’s 
next meeting in February will 
be dedicated to NAFTA. 

Although union leaders and a 
few small-business owners ex¬ 
pressed fear of losing work to 
Mexico, those misgivings con¬ 
trasted with upbeat predictions 
on what the plan might do for 
the local economy once trade 
barriers are lifted. 

The area’s agricultural busi¬ 
nesses could suffer from the 
program. Growers of strawber¬ 
ries, avocados and citrus are 
concerned they may be edged 
out by Mexican farmers who 
raise the same crops, a United 
Farm Workers Union spokes-

would affect nearby John Tynes 
Elementary School. 

Commissioners agreed to 
change the zoning of the property 
to allow homes. Commissioner 
John Allday abstained from the de¬ 
cision because he lives in the area. 

But commissioners rejected the 
FKC Partners plan for 10 homes 
per acre by a 5-1 vote. Commission¬ 
er Marv Reid was the sole dissent¬ 
er. 

The major issue of density was 
resolved by restricting the devel¬ 
oper to just eight homes per acre 
on the main parcel. The small par¬ 
cel located across the street was 
switched to a residential area with 
4.5 homes per acre — a number 
that blends in with the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

The commission’s decision will 
act as an advisory vote when the 
City Council takes up the same is¬ 
sue sometime in December. 

“I trust what the Kraemers have 
done in the past, and feel they

“Even though Placentia 
doesn’t have a lot of farming, 
many of its residents might 
work in surrounding cities. The 
day laborers, for instance, could 
be hurt by this,” said Manuel 
Ortiz, who works for the union’s 
local branch in Santa Ana. 

"They came to Orange Coun¬ 
ty from Mexico to find work, 
and the work might be going 
back to Mexico. We’ll see what 
happens.” 

Hartwell Corporation, which 
makes parts for airplane en¬ 
gines and is one of Placentia’s 
largest companies, operates a 
plant in Tecate, Mexico, and ex¬ 
pects to benefit from the agree¬ 
ment. 

NAFTA will make it easier for 
the company to conduct day-to- 
day operations with its Mexican 
plant, said Paul Tamborrino, 
Hartwell’s president. 

“Right now we have to regis¬ 
ter everything in and out of 
Mexico,” Tamborrino said. 
“When NAFTA goes in place it 
will be like working in another 
state. It will cut some of the red 
tape.” 

{ Tamborrino also believes the 
pact will save the company 
money, but didn’t know how 
much. 

Dave Musgrove, Chamber of 
Commerce director, said he has 
been fielding phone calls from 
members about NAFTA. He 
hopes local business will be able 
to take advantage of it.

Average household 
generates up to 10 
extra bags of trash 

The average household will gen¬ 
erate between 5 and 10 extra bags 
of garbage this holiday season. 
With a little planning and some at¬ 
tention to detail, residents can 
minimize waste, save natural re¬ 
sources, energy, and landfill 
space. 

Taormina Industries, a local sol¬ 
id waste and recycling firm, would 
like to help residents enjoy the holi¬ 
days without any expense to the 
environment. 

“We would like to challenge ev¬ 
ery resident of the community to 
cut waste this holiday season by at 
least a quarter and hopefully 
half,” said Temre Jenkins, a 
spokeswoman for Taormina Indus¬ 
tries.

■ Buy gifts that will result in 
waste prevention in 1994. Items 
that prevent waste, such as reus¬ 
able lunch and shopping bags, are 
the gifts kindest to the environ¬ 
ment. Fountain pens means fewer 
ball point pens in the trash and a 
distinctive mug at the office will 
cut down on the number of paper or 
polystyrene cups used. A quality 
razor means fewer disposable ra¬ 
zors in the landfill. Another gift-in¬ 
kind is a dinner out, tickets to a 
sports event and lottery tickets. 

■ Shop with a cloth bag, or con¬ 
solidate purchases into one large 
store bag. Small items can go di¬ 
rectly into your pocket or purse. If 
every household in America used 
old bags for just one grocery trip, 
approximately 60,000 trees would 
be saved. 

■ Make your own greeting cards 
from scrap paper, paper bags, old 
cards and trimmings. Start a “re¬ 
cycling holiday” tradition with 
friends — send cards back and 
forth with a new message each 
year. 

■ Make your own “cloth wrap” 
out of decorative Christmas nap¬ 
kins, scarves, etc. Wrap a child’s 
book in an Aladdin or Sleeping 
Beauty pillowcase. Use baskets, 
tins, jars, and other reusable con¬ 
tainers and instead of ribbon, wrap 


your gift in a nature calendar. 

■ Buy a live Christmas tree and 
plant it in your yard after Christ¬ 
mas. Even better, donate it to a 
school, park, church, or local hos¬ 
pital or non-profit organization. 
Buy decorations that can be used 
from year to year and use glass 
icicles instead of tinsel. Use pop¬ 
corn and cranberries and put this 
out in the yard for the birds after 
the holiday. Painted acorns, pine 
cones and other handmade orna¬ 
ments can be used from year to 
year. 

■ After you open gifts, put the 
discarded bows, ribbons, name 
tags and wrapping paper in gift 
boxes and store for next year. Save 
boxes and packing materials for 
mailing, or contact your local 
mailbox store. Some will take the 
material back to reuse. 

Recycle your Christmas tree or 
put it in your compost pile. If you 
don’t have a compost pile, Ana¬ 
heim Disposal’s Community Rela¬ 
tions Department will tell you how 
to compost at home. 

■ Recycle last year’s gifts. If 
any gifts are replacement items — 
a bike, skateboards, roller skates, 
camera, sporting equipment, new 
pots and pans, coat, refrigerator, 
or other large appliances — don’t 
throw the old one in the trash — 
donate to a thrift store or charity. 

■ If entertaining this holiday 
season, use reusable plates and 
eating utensils and napkins instead 
of single-use items. Buy food in 
bulk or in concentrate. Look for 
fresh produce sold without excess

■ Political control of private 
property rights to the point 
that these rights are nearly ex¬ 
tinct today. 

■ Community centers which

Dear Ross: Why does US bless bankruptcy? 


Following are excerpts of a let¬ 
ter I recently sent to Ross Perot: 

I just read your book, “Not for 
Sale at any Price,” and believe me, 
I couldn’t sleep last night. 

I found your book to be very en¬ 
lightening and downright scary at 
times. 

Another subject that is really up¬ 
setting to me personally because of 
the nature of my business (I’m a 
mortgage broker) is the complicat¬ 
ed subject of consumer credit. Why 
is it that the American system of 
government blesses bankruptcy 
and most attorneys encourage peo¬ 
ple to declare Chapters 7,11 or 13 
and wipe the slate clean of debt and 
bills and in two years the bankrupt 
person can qualify for an “A” cred¬ 
it rating? 

And why is it that the individial 
who did not take the easy way out 
by paying his bills as best he could, 
doing the “rob Peter to pay Paul

routine” and built up many late 
payments recorded by credt re¬ 
porting agencies is persecuted, 
condemned and crucified by loan 
underwriters and would be lucky to 
get any kind of loan at all. 

Here’s an example: 

Mr. and Mrs. Jones owe $40,00 in 
credt card, auto and other loans. 
They file bankruptcy. They no 
longer owe $40,000. Two years lat¬ 
er, after they have paid their (new) 
bills on time, they obtain a $100,000 
mortgage at a cost of $3,500 and a 
monthly payment of $700 per 
month, principle and interest {30- 
year fixed-rate loan of 7.5 per¬ 
cent). 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith owe $40,000. 
They get second jobs, rob Peter to 
pay Paul and finally after two 
years of working seven days a 
week to pay off all their creditors, 
they apply to get a $100,000 home 
loan. They are told they have “B” 


or possibly “C” credit ratings and 
will need to pay $8,000 to $10,000 in 
loan fees, points, costs, etc. Their 
monthly payment will be approxi¬ 
mately $^9 a month and probbly 
they will have to take an adjustable 
rate loan. 

Is this fair? 

Now, I know there are many 
good reasons why people must de¬ 
clare bankruptcy and I truly be¬ 
lieve the law helps many people 
who have really experienced ma¬ 
jor disasters in their life. I’m not 
questioning or debating that issue. 
I simply feel that something has 
got to happen that will recognize 
the honest people who do try to pay 
their bills and not take the easy 
way out. 

We are penalizing the wrong peo¬ 
ple.

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MEALS: Church is offering 
free food to needy residents

Many of the people who turn out 
each week have showed up at her 
office. The city Human Services 
Department helps connect those in 
need with charities and other pro¬ 
grams to help them get by. 

“You get to know their faces,” 
she said. “There are needy fam¬ 
ilies in Placentia but they aren't 
easy to identify. It might be fam¬ 
ilies and extended families all liv¬ 
ing off of $800 a month ... It is so 
little.” 

Vera Riley has never sought help 
other than coming to the soup 
kitchen, she said. Her husband 
died last year, and two sons moved 
home in the late-1980s when they 
lost their jobs in the aerospace in¬ 
dustry. 

The only thing keeping the fam¬ 
ily going is her Social Security 
checks, which barely pay the bills. 
The family has been going to the 
soup kitchen for the past eight 
months and they have seen 
changes in those who show up. 

Some have lost their fight to re¬ 
main off the streets, she said. The 
number of shopping carts parked 
outside the dining area each

essential contradiction in what the 
president and vice president are 
trying to do. Government service 
is all about spending the people’s 
money. That is an essentially polit¬ 
ical act. So in a very real sense, to 
reduce red tape and regulation is to 
reduce government, not to “rein¬ 
vent” it, as Clinton and Gore so 
flamboyantly claim. 

It may be that only the party of 
big government (that is to say, the 
Democrats) can bring government 
under control — much like only 
Nixon, the old Cold Warrior, could 
have pulled off the opening to Red 
China. It may be. Forgive my skep¬ 
ticism. 

There’s a government in rural 


Butler County, Pennsylvania, that 
could teach Clinton and Gore a 
thing or two about bringing gov¬ 
ernment under control. Last 
spring, the Jefferson Township 
Board of Supervisors turned down 
a $111,0(X) community development 
block grant. In explaining why 
they refused the cash, board chair¬ 
man Harold Schnur noted, “We 
can always use it, but we don’t 
need it.

Step inside these centers. 

■ Taxes on gasoline, motor vehi¬ 
cle licensing and licensing of driv¬ 
ers, to pay for transporation needs, 
but “steals”a major portion of 
these taxes and fees to support pet 
political projects.

PARK PRESERVER 


Previously a 
pickle packer, 
she proudly 
protects parks 
in Placentia

C all Andrea Andreeff a 

qualified candidate for an 
alliteration association. 
The former pickle packer 
switched to mowing medians, 
where she was side-swiped, be¬ 
fore helping preserve Placentia’s 
parks. 

Away from work, she deals 
with depressives and studies hor¬ 
ticulture and hazardous materi¬ 
als. 

Now that your mental tongue is 
thoroughly twisted, consider An¬ 
dreeff one likable lady. 

She’s the city’s park mainte¬ 
nance leader who worries about 
landscaping at the historical 
Bradford House, ongoing vandal¬ 
ism in the park restrooms and 
general unsightliness that may 
pop up in Placentia’s park play¬ 
grounds. 

And she’s a unipolar manic, a 
personality whose faulty biochem¬ 
istry puts her in the same league 
as manic-depressives Robert 
Bums, Victor Hugo, John Keats, 
Hans Christian Andersen, Gustav 
Mahler, Irving Berlin, Vincent 
Van Gogh, Abraham Lincoln and 
Charles Dickens. 

Since Andreeff’s diagnosis in 
the 1960s, she’s been heavily in¬ 
volved in promoting public 
awareness for an ailment that re¬ 
sponds favorably to annual 
check-ups, monitoring of proper 
medication and frequent blotxl 
checks. She has served as a dele¬ 
gate at the California Depressive 
and Manic Depressive Associa¬ 
tion gatherings. 

“It used to be something we 
didn’t talk about,” Andreeff said. 
But her organizational literature 
points out that at some point in 
their lives, one in five Americans 
will suffer from depression or 
manic depression. And only a few 
ever learn that these are bio¬ 
chemical illnesses that can be 
treated successfully with medica¬ 
tion and therapy. 

Although the parks worker 
doesn’t trace her genetic back¬ 
ground, she takes pride in her 
gradfather Jivko Shumenoff, a 
Macedonian who escaped the 
Communist invasion of Yugosla¬ 
via by fleeing to Bulgaria. 



“Bulgaria is the capital for 
roses where they make rose per¬ 
fume,” Andreeff said. “And after 
he came to America, he and I 
would spend hours caring for his 
beautiful flowers and gardens” — 
an early link to Andreeff’s chosen 
horticulture career. 

Andreeff also enjoyed tinkering 
with automobiles in Lackawanna, 
N.Y. where she attended high 
school. 

“Grandpa worked for Bethle¬ 
hem Steel in Lackawanna,” An¬ 
dreeff said. “But it wasn’t until 
much later that the family 
learned he was also working with 
the CIA.” 

Following graduation, Andreeff 
attended the University of Buffalo 
for two years, worked at a hospi¬ 
tal for retarded children, then 
married. 

In 1972, the family moved to 
California where she found work 


as a pickle packer at Claussen 
Pickles in Fullerton. 

“We had to pack five to six 
pickles per minute, and I got so 
good, I was promoted to the grad¬ 
ing department,” she remem¬ 
bered. Months later, she earned 
20 cents more per hour working 
with an all-men night shift, sani¬ 
tizing the factory and learning to 
drive a forklift. 

After spotting a parks opening 
and recovering from a divorce, 
she switched gears and settled 
for full-time work in Placentia. 
She drove tractors, weeded, 
swept curbs by hand and mowed 
parks. And she readily commend¬ 
ed the Placentia Police Depart¬ 
ment for assisting when job as¬ 
signments went awry. 

“Our workers need more pats 
on the back,” said Andreeff, 
studying at several (mll^es to, , 
earn ci^its' for a supervisory

spot. “I think some jobs could be 
made easier.” 

Off the time clock, Andreeff en¬ 
joys time with her mother, Si¬ 
mone Andreeff, 72, who helps out 
in the Placentia Project TLC 
kitchen. And she spends time 
with son, Tom, and daughter Tan¬ 
ya Dethouars and her husband. 

Andreeff said she’s proud of 
her performance evaluations, but 
realizes the record isn’t picture- 
perfect. 

“I got reprimanded one time 
for shimmying up the park flag 
pole to turn the flag right side 
up,” she said. 

“But I also found the first toxic 
dump in the city, a SS-gallon 
drum in an open field. I took all 
the right steps so that it could be 
legally transported from the 
city.”

Retirement Plans; There are two 
main types of retirement plans. 
One is a defined “benefit” plan 
which pays a fixed benefit calcu¬ 
lated on the years you worked for 
the company and the money you 
earned. The other is a defined 
“contribution” plan under which 
your employer contributes money 
to each employee’s separate re¬ 
tirement account. 

Under the defined benefit plan, 
you’re assured a certain level of 
income after you retire. Under the 
defined contribution plan, the 
amount you receive depends on 
how much money your employer 
put into the plan and on the funds’ 
investment yield. Companies have 
various ways of contributing to 
your account. They may do so 
based on company profit; this is 
known as a profit sharing plan. The 
company may pay in a fixed per¬ 
centage regardless of profit level; 
this is a money purchase plan. 


If you have either a 401 (k), or a 
thrift savings plan, you contribute 
a percentage of your salary to your 
account, which may be matched up 
to a certain amount by your em¬ 
ployer. A major difference be¬ 
tween the two is that a thrift sav¬ 
ings plan requires you to contrib¬ 
ute after-tax money, while the 
401(k) allows you to contribute be- 
fore-tax funds. 


elect a life annuity which pays you 
at regular intervals for the rest of 
your life. You should also know 
how much your spouse will receive 
in annuity payments if you die af¬ 
ter retirement, or if your spouse 
receives all, or a percentage of the 
pension money to which you were 
entitled. You and your spouse may 
decide to transfer retirement bene¬ 
fits to someone else, perhaps a 
child. 


Not all employers are bound by 
the same rules that regulate most 
retirement plans. Government is 
one example. To learn the specifics 
of your plan, ask your employer for 
a copy of “Summary Plan Descrip¬ 
tion,” which details your compa¬ 
ny’s pension plan. 


If you’ve fulfilled all your com¬ 
pany’s requirements for collecting 
retirement benefits, you may then 
have to decide how you want the 
funds paid out to you. You may 
choose a lump sum payment, or

Nsw Isgislation enacted 

recently requires those under 
the age of 18 in the state of 
California to wear a perfor¬ 
mance-certified bicycle helmet 
while bicycling. 

The law also restricts any 
child who weighs fewer than 40 
pounds, or is less than 40 inch¬ 
es in height, from being a pas¬ 
senger on a bicycle, unless 
that person is properly seated 
and adequately secured in a 
restraining seat. 

The new legislation holds the 
child’s parent or legal guard¬ 
ian equally responsible for the 
infraction. Violators of the law 
face a maximum fine of $25. 

The law takes effect Jan. 1, 
1994.

From the outside, El Dorado 
High’s girls basketball team pre¬ 
sents Jamie Sweet, a 5-8 senior 
guard who broke a school record 
last year by making 42 three-point¬ 
ers.

Both were first-team All-Empire 
League selections. 

“With those two, we should be 
OK,” third-year El Dorado coach 
Gary Raya said. “That’s a good 
base to build on.” 

El Dorado, which advanced to 
the CIF Southern Section Division 
III-AA semifinals last season after 
winning its first league title since

year. deBruijn averaged 10.9 re¬ 
bounds a game. 

“On paper, it looks good,” Raya 
said. “We have 10 players who will 
play often. We’re in good shape.” 

Shannon Nebeker, a 5-10 senior 
forward, will be one of those first 


off the bench and her freshman sis¬ 
ter, Jamie Nebeker, a 5-7 point 
guard, could surprise and earn a 
starting spot. 

Raya, 44-10 after two seasons, 
will continue to stress defense. The 
Golden Hawks’ depth and defen¬ 
sive pressure often wore opponents 
down last season. Raya, who uses a 
variety of defensive alignments to 
confuse foes, is hoping for a repeat 
of that success. 

“Right now, defense has been all 
that we’ve worked on,” said Sweet, 
three days into the first week of 
practice.

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Drop in loan limits may slow market 


Third quarter resales throughout 
Southern California were a strong 
improvement over the previous 
quarter, and brought us roughly 
even with year-to-date transfers 
when compared with the same peri¬ 
od in 1992. 

The only down-side has been that 
the increased activity was primarily 
a result of first-time and low-end 
buyer entry into the market, which 
continued to put downward pres¬ 
sures on real estate prices as sellers 
competed for these buyers. 

Activity of the recent quarter ap¬ 
pears to be slowing as we head into 
the traditionally slow resale months. 
But recent news suggests that the 
market may be at greater risk than 
a seasonal fluctuation. 

The long-term momentum of the 
Southern California real estate mar¬ 
ket may be slowed by a lowering of 
federally insured loan limits. 

Conforming loan limits, currently 
at $203,150, allow the purchase of 
homes valued up to $254,000 with a 20 
percent down payment. The current 
limits put many Orange County 
homes within the financial reach of 
first-time and many move-up buy¬ 
ers. 

However, the loan limits are ad¬ 
justed periodically in order to reflect 
movement of national real estate 
values. 

There are some early indications 
that conforming loan limits may be 
lowered due to a national decline in 
real estate transfer values. If the 
limits are lowered, it would only be

the second time in history of the fed¬ 
eral insurance program. 

The decision to raise, maintain or 
lower loan limits is made yearly, 
and is based on the findings of an 
annual survey by the Federal Hous¬ 
ing Finance Board. 

The survey studies home purchase 
loans generated by a national sam¬ 
ple of savings institutions, banks and 
mortgage origination companies. 
The annual adjustment in conform¬ 
ing loan limits is based on the aver¬ 
age price in October of each year 
when compared with the same 
month of the previous year. 

While October figures are not yet 
available, survey watchers antici¬ 
pate that they will not differ greatly 
from results of previous months, in 
which prices have declined at an an¬ 
nual rate of approximately 3.5 per¬ 


cent. 

While such a decline seems at first 
to be minimal, the effect on a bor¬ 
rower’s purchase capabilities could 
be substantial. 

If loan limits are lowered by 3.5 
percent — as many expect will be 
the outcome of the survey — a buy¬ 
er’s purchased amount could be low¬ 
ered from the current $254,000 to 
$245,000 when he or she typically 
funds the traditional 20 percent 
down payment. 

However, even if loan limits are 
decreased, sellers and buyers will 
continue to have private mortgage 
insurance as a critical option in or¬ 
der to consumate real estate transfer 
financing. 

Private mortgage insurance remains a 
great value because of its relatively low 
cost when compared to the financial 
benefits of home owenrship. 

The seller or buyer funds an initial in¬ 
surance premium, and monthly premi¬ 
ums are included in the buyer’s mort¬ 
gage payment. Most loans over conform¬ 
ing limits, in which a down payment of 
less than 20 percent is funded by the bor¬ 
rower, include some form of this in- 
suance which protects the lender from 
loss in the event of loan default. 


And while stories abound regarding 
private mortgage insurers cracking 
down and even leaving California alto¬ 
gether, at least one major insurer is repo¬ 
sitioning itself to remain a major player 
in the Southern California real estate fi¬ 
nancing landscape. 

General Electric Capital Companies 
recently announced relaxed undemrit- 
ing guidelines for borrowers who com¬ 
plete a six-hour home ownership and bud¬ 
geting course. A down payment of as lit¬ 
tle as 3 percent and no reserves can 
result in a first-time purchase. 

GE is also rumored to be considering a 
S percent down program on loan amounts 
up to $250,000. Such a program could do 
wonders for maintaining Orange County 
property values and for GE’s market 
share position in this highly competitive 
market. 

If confirming loan limits are lowered. 
I’ll let readers know in a future column.

‘Silent seconds’ could be illegal 


ments, your loan application will be ap¬ 
proved even though there is a second 
trust deed as a part of the transaction. 
However, if you do not tell the first trust 
deed lender about the silent second and 
you are required to do so, you may be 
claimed to have participated in a conspir¬ 
acy to defraud the lender. 

The consequences of submitting false 
information to a lender for the purpose of 
inducing a lender to make a loan include 
criminal liability on the part of all partic¬ 
ipants including the borrower, mortgage 
company or anyone else who participat¬ 
ed in the conspiracy to induce it to make 
your loan. In addition, all the participat¬ 
ing parties can be sued civilly for all 
damages suffered by the first trust deed 
lender. 

So, see a real estate attorney concern¬ 
ing the legal effects of not fully disclosing 
the fact of the silent second to the first 
trust deed lender to whom you are apply¬ 
ing for a refinance loan. If you are asked 
to submit false information to a lender 
for the purpose of obtaining a loan, just 
say “No.” The consequences to you and 
your family are just too great.

I want to refinance the loan on my home. 
The mortgage broker says my property will not 
appraise for enough to pay off the first trust 
deed loan. She says that she has a lender who 
will make me a "silent second." I understand 
that the new lender will not be told about the 
silent second and that sometime after the new 
first trust deed records, the silent second will 
record. What is a silent second and is it legal? 

The term “silent second” refers to a 
loan secured by a trust deed against real 
property which is recorded after the loan 
secured by a first trust deed. It is called a 
“second" because it is typically recorded 
in second place behind the loan secured 
by the first trust deed. It is termed “si¬ 
lent” because the first trust deed is not 
told about the junior loan. 

If the first trust deed lender is not told 
about the second trust deed and your refi¬ 
nance loan application to the first trust 
deed lender requires you to disclose such 
information (as is the usual case), the 
use of “silent seconds” is definitely ille¬ 
gal. 

If your refinance loan application giv¬ 
en to the first trust deed lender reflects 
the fact of the second trust deed, it is not 
“silent" and, if you qualify and otherwise 
meet the first trust deed lender’s require-

“Can I afford a home?” 

For many people today the real ques¬ 
tion is “How much home can I afford?” 
According to a survey conducted by the 
California Association of Realtors, V992 
had the highest percentage of first-time 
homebuyers in more than a decade.

The goal in this first of two articles, is 
to outline and present a working knowl¬ 
edge of the Mortgage Credit Certificate 
(MCC). In the second column next week, 
the Mortgage Assistance Programs (Si¬ 
lent 2nds) will be addressed. 

To begin, it is important to define a 
first-time buyer. It is anyone who has not 
had an ownership interest in a principal 
residence for the past three years. 

The Mortgage Credit Certificate pro¬ 
gram was authorized by congress in the 
tax reform act of 1984. It is an alternative 
to mortgage revenue bond-backed fi¬ 
nancing as a means of providing finan¬ 


cial assistance for the purchase of single¬ 
family housing. The program was de¬ 
signed primarily to benefit first-time 
buyers. 

An MCC is a certificate awarded by the 
county authorizing the holder to take cer¬ 
tain federal income-tax credits. A quali¬ 
fied applicant who is awarded an MCC 
may take an annual credit against feder- 
^ income taxes of up to 20 percent of the 
annual interest paid on the applicant’s 
mortgage. The value of the MCC is taken 
into consideration by the mortgage lend¬ 
er in underwriting the loan, and may be 
used in an effective reduction in monthly 
housing costs and, therefore, an in¬ 
creased ability of the applicant to afford 
a mortgage payment. 

A “tax credit” entitles a taxpayer to 


subtract the amount of the credit from 
his/her total federal income tax owed, 
allowing the taxpayer to receive a dollar- 
for-dollar savings. 

The MCC reduces the amount of feder¬ 
al income tax owed, thus increasing the " 
q ualif ied homebuyer’s spendable income 
to help qualify for a loan or make the 
monthly mortgage payments. By in¬ 
creasing the purchasing power, the MCC 
has the economic effect of reducing the 
interest rate on the mortgage by as much 
as 2 percent. (Example: 8 percent inter¬ 
est rate would have an equivalent rate 


with the MCC of 6.02 percent). 

What this means is that if a buyer had 
qualifed for a home at a purchase price of 
$157,900, with a five percent down pay¬ 
ment at 8 percent interest, by using the 
MCC the buyer would be able to increase 
that purchasing power to a sales price of 
$184,200. 

That’s not too shabby.
